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$1 1/2 Million Expansion Programmed At Local Hospital 


A 1-1/2 million dollar 
expansion project for the 
Elba General Hospital and 
Nursing Home was shown to 
the Elba City Council Tues- 
day night, and was unanimous~ 
ly approved by the city fathers. 
They told the hospital board 
to proceed with plans and 
loan applications, and voted 
to earmark up to $75,000 an- 
nually for the next 25 years 
to support the project. 

Hospital Administrator 
Jim Nichols opened the pre-~ 
sentation with a description 
of the proposed expansion, in- 
cluding the square footage, 
the cost and the reasons be- 
hind the decisions to proceed 
in the direction described. He 
was followed by Board Chair- 
man Drexel Cook who recapped 
the history of the traditional 
public support of the local 
health-care facilities, and the 
requirement that the Hill-Bur- 
ton-financed hospital contin- 
ue to furnish health care to 
everyone, regardless of abil- 
ity to pay. Cook reported 
$439,000 of free care during 
the past five years. 

The expansion of the hos- 
pital will include expanded 
emergency room facilities, 


Dorsey Pays 13 Million To Employee 


Employees of the Dor- 
sey Trailers’ plant in Elba re- 
ceived a record amount in wa- 
ges, salaries, and benefits 
during 1978, according to fi- 
gures released this week by 
President George L. Collier. 

Dorsey is the largest sin- 
gle employer in Coffee Coun- 
ty and personnel records re- 
veal that a major portion of 
its annual payroll went to re- 
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expanded lab facilities, and a 
new,expanded dietary depart- 
ment (kitchen), Nichols said 
the hospital part of the ex- 
pansion was estimated at 
$1,229,577. Nichols explained 
the often pressing need for 
more emergency facilities, 
even when there are only two 
Cars in a wreck, etc. The 

increased volume of lab work 

and HEW requirements man- 
date the need for more labor- 
atory space, and the increased 
volume of work and outdating 

of facilities force the kitchen 
expansion. Nichols said the 

present dietary department is 

repeatedly written up on 
some of the inefficiency meth- 
ods they are forced to use 
presently. 

The expansion in the nurs- 
ing home would cost:$354, 120 
and add 24 beds to the facility 
in 5284 square feet of addi- 
tional space and 320 square 
feet of renovation. Present- 
ly there are 57 active appli- 
cations for admittance to the 
nursing home, This proposed 
expansion will be built from 
the front out into the parking 
lot, the office moved slightly 
to allow nurses at the nurs- 
ing station to see down all

Collier said that the total 
of $13,073,188 paid out dur- 
ing the year to plant and of- 
fice personnel was the high- 
est in the firm’s history. 
Company contributions of 
$924,000 into 
ployees’ insurance programs 
and $638,000 into their pen-

three halls, as required by 
federal regulations. Employee 
parking will be moved to the 
back of the hospital. 

The total cost of the pro- 
ject is $1,583,697. Plans are 
to secure a Farmer Home 
Administration loan at 5% int- 
erest and use the city pledge 
plus some internally-gener- 
ated hospital and nursing 
home funds to finance the pro- 
ject. 

Board member George 
Collier brought up to the coun- 
cil that before the hospital 
board could go anywhere for 
loan funds, it was necessary 

for them to counsel with the 
Council and get their undiv- 
ided support. Collier noted 
the nursing home was losing 
money and would continue to 
do so until the facility be- 
came large enough to be suf- 
ficient. Figures released to 
the Couneil indicate the fac- 
ility lost $339,000 during the 
past five years. He said the 
accountant retained by the 
Board has studied the opera- 
tion and has agreed that the 
nursing home cost can be 
amortized from the extra in- 
come generated by the addi- 
tional beds, Currently the 


figures, according to Collier. 

Nearly one-half of the to- 
tal payroll went to employees 
living in the Elba area, as 
they received $6,531,152 in 
wages and salaries during

Dorsey also paid $31,075 
into the Coffee County trea- 
sury for 1978 property taxes. 

Employment during the 
year averaged 1,102 persons 
which ranks among the 
highest everr for the com- 
pany. According to person- 
nel records, about 45 percent 
of the permanent work force 
has been with Dorsey over 15 
years, and nearly 25 percent 
has worked there for over 20 
years. 

The year-end financial re- 
port also showed that pur- 
chases from local companies, 
as well as taxes paid by Dor- 
sey, were at or near 
record levels, 

A total of $38.5 million 
was expended in South Ala- 
bama for raw materials, tools, 
equipment, and supplies, with 
the total for the State of Ala- 
bama reaching about $17.5 
million, 

Collier said it is Dorsey's 
policy to buy locally as much 
as possible to help the area’s 
economy. The company’s new- 
est capital investment project, 
a 20,000 square foot parts 
warehouse costing about 
$160,000, is being built by 
South Alabamians and many of 
the supplies and materials are 
being purchased from local 
sources, 


A breakdown oftaxes shows - 


that $743,343 was paid 
by Dorsey as its share of the 
employees’ social security 
tax; $351,218 was paid into 
State and Federal unemploy- 
ment compensation funds; 

Sales and use taxes were 
$167,527; Federal excise tax- 

es were $5,742,217, and other 

taxes and licenses amounted 

to $88,855.

City Council Adjusts Appointments 


The Elba City Council 
met Tuesday night, but with- 
out the presence of Council- 
man D. M, English, who re- 
portedly is a victim of a 
virus. All others were pre- 
sent and voting. 

Approval of the hospital 
expansion was the main order 
of business, but a number of 
other items were also on the 
agenda. 

The terms of office on 
members of the Industrial 
Board had to be re-estab- 
lished as law requires they 
be for six year terms, and 
sometime appointments were 
made for four-year terms. 
Under the corrected sche- 
dule, L. S. Rainer, Jr., Sam 
Collier, Oscar Vaughan, Jr., 
all will expire in 1983; - 
Elizabeth Hornsby, Robert 
Cannon, J.Doug Kendrick will 
expire in 1981, while the 
terms of the three newest 
members will expire in 
August of this year, as they 
were appointed before their 
predecessors’ terms had ex- 
pired. These three are 
Bob English, who has since 
being appointed, been named 
chairman; Clayton Hickman, 
and Merrill Shirley. 


During the reading of the 
minutes of the last meeting, 
the complaint of R. S. Jones 
about mobile homes in R-1 
zones was mentioned. When 
Mayor Folsom was asked 
about the progress on the 
matter, a lengthy discussion 
developed, It came up again 
at the end of the meeting. 
Folsom recommended that the 
Council ‘let the dog lie still.’’ 
He said that if the council 
were to enter suit against 
one property owner, it must 
charge all in town that have 
trailers in R-l zones. Fol- 
som also said some court 
decisions have let people 
consider mobile homes as 
permanent structures. No 
action has been taken since 
a letter was written to the 
property owner earlier. The 
council took no action on this 
matter, 


Another matter that caused 


a heated discussion was the 
possibility of getting 25 extra 
**points’’ on an application for 
a federal grant if the city had 
issued contracts of at least 
$4800 to minority contractors. 
To qualify, the contracts 
needed to be issued in the 
next day or so, and Mayor 
Folsom said he wasn’t going 
to do so unless the council 
instructed him to do so.Fol- 
som said it was illegal to 
give one man several con- 
tracts totaling that much 
without taking bids, and there 
was no guarantee of getting 
the federal funds even then. 

Councilman Sharpless 
disagreed on the procedure 
being illegal if it was three 
Separate projects, and a 
heated debate arose. Fol- 
som offered to leave on 
vacation until Sunday night if 
Sharpless would sign the con- 
tracts as Mayor Pro Tem, 
When Sharpless said he 
would look at them with the 
strong possibility of sign- 
ing, Folsom said he wanted 
a firm ves or no.  Sharp- 
less retorted that he didn’t 
Sign anything he hadn't read, 

this matter fell by the 
wayside after no one offered 
another solution. 

An auxiliary policeman will 
be stationed at all basketball 
games of the recreation de- 
partment to prevent trouble. 
He will be furnished with a 
portable radio to contact the 
police station if armed po- 
lice are needed. 


A letter was read announc- 
ing that Harrington Construct- 
ion Company had been awarded 
the contract as low biager 
on widening of Highway ‘166, 
from its junction with 84 at 
the stockyards to Curtis, 
where it again joins 84, The 
highway contract was award- 
ed during the closing days 
of the Wallace administration, 
and calls for four-laning of 
a short stretch from 84 to 
just past Kleinert’s and add- 
ing two feet on each side of 
the highway and resurfacing 
the balance. The letter was 
addressed to Councilman 


Jimmy Wise, who had been 
following the project during 
the past months. 

Action on a new garbage 
truck was postponed, as was 
a request to pick up garbage 
outside the city limits. 

Payment of bills was 
approved after removing one 
under question from Attor- 
ney G. A. Lindsey. It was 
in the amount of $100, and 
was itemized as one hour of 
consultation with the mayor 
and Bo Dunaway. Folsom 
Said he didn’t know what the 
January 26 charge was for, 
but would find out. Coun- 
cilman Mike Russell re- 
frained from voting on pay- 
ment of a 1978 unpaid bill 
to Russell Cash and Carry, 
and again reminded “ the 
mayor and clerk not to 


allow city funds to be spent 
there.

If you think as you read 
this list that the word al- 
coholism is out of place, 
you're dead wrong.

In America today, alco- 
holism is rated as_ the na- 
tion’s third health problem, 
following heart disease and 
cancer. Statistics onthe num- 
ber of alcoholics range 
from 9 to 18 million people.

The plants’ demands 
are few and simple, but ra- 
ther exacting. 

The selection of a good 
planting site and the 
correct variety for that lo- 
cation is most important. Be 
sure to pick a site that is 
shaded, _well- 
drained, protected by a 
windbreak and protected from 
the winter morning sun, 

A good rule-of-thumb to fo- 
llow in locating camellia plants 
in regard to shade _ re- 
quirements is to use the 
smaller leaf forms in the 
sunnier exposures andthe lar- 
ger leaf forms in_ the 
shade. 

As a group, Camellia jap- 
onicas require more shade 
than Camellia sasanquas, 
Camellia hiemalis and Cam- 
eilia vernalis. Most sasan- 
quas, hiemalis and verna- 
lis varities will do well in 
afternoon sun, if provided pl- 
enty of moisture. 

All camellias have str- 
ict drainage requirements, 
Make sure that all surface 
and soil water drains away 
quickly from plant roots, 

Practically anyone can 
enjoy the beauty and long- 
flowering season of camel- 
lias, There are varieties 
suited to almost all tempera- 
ture conditions. 

If hardy Camellia vari- 
eties are selected and planted 
in the right location, they 
will withstand temperatures 
as low as five degrees. Some 
have survived at zero tem- 
perature or below.

READ LIGHT BULB LABELS 

In candescent light bulb 
labeling can help you get a 
better buy if you study the 
message. The label gives 
three ratings--watts, lumens 
and bulb life. Wattage mea- 
sures the amount of electri-, 
city used to operate the bulb, 

Lumens is “the actual 
light produced. This is. 
shown on the jacket as ‘‘av- 
erage’ initial lumens.’’ The 
number of average initial lu- 
mens describes the amount of 
light, on the average, that can 
be expected when you begin 
using the bulb. 

The third rating is bulb 
life; the number of hours 
of use to be expected. This 
‘figure is the average life 
expectancy; some bulbs last: 
longer. Several factors af- 
fect life expectancy. Exces- 
sive heat, high voltage and 
vibration all tend to reduce 
bulb life. 


TURNING CARPORTS INTO 
ROOMS 

With the cost of housing 
rising so rapidly these days, 
some of us are trying to 
find ways to improve our 
present homes by adding more 
space. 

If you are thinking of 
turning a carport into an ex- 
tra room, there are certain 
things to consider, Be sure 
to have a vapor barrier to 
keep moisture from coming 
up from the ground, 
and most carports do not 
have such a barrier. 

A vapor barrier can pro- 
bably be put down on the 
existing concrete and then 
another layer of concrete 
poured on top of it. Or nar- 
row slats of wood could be 
placed on the concrete floor 
and plywood placed on them. 
The finished floor is then 
placed on top of the plywood. 


Another important consid- 
eration is the location of win- 
dows. To avoid an add-on 
appearance, the tops of the 
windows in the new room sh- 
ould be lined up with tops 
of existing windows in the 
house.

SWINE MEETING

In fact, he 
had his first sow to farrow 
in his farrowing house this 
week, 

Another young man who 
is developing a swine bus- 
iness is Bill Helms of the 
Mt, Pleasant Community, Bill 
is just completing his far- 
rowing house and nur- 
sery house combination in 
which he plans to have sows 
by the middle of Febru- 
ary. Bill has 60 sows now 
and plans to increase this 
number. Dana plans a

3IRD DAMAGE

FIELD CROPS DAY

As farming becomes more 
technical, it is just that 
much more important to stay 
up to date on what 
is available in the lines of 
pesticides, herbicides and 
insecticides. 

Ron Weeks, our pest 
Management specialist, I tho- 
ught made one extremely good . 
statement concerning the use 
of pesticides. He said, 
“As the price of chem- 
icals continues to rise, it is 
much more important to know 
when and what kind of 
pesticides to use. Many times 
we have just gone out 
and universally sprayed all 
of our crops with a chem- 
ical, Many times we could 
have gotten by without spray- 
ing all of the crops. Each 
field should be individually 
checked todetermine theheed 
and what kind of pesticide to 


SOIL COMPACTION 

Soil compaction can be 
one of the main reasons for 
low crop yield. It can 
also be responsible for some 
flooding and erosion. Be- 
cause of the heavy equipment 
that we have today, this is 
more of a problem than it 


used to be. When the plant 
roots hit the hard pan in 
the soil, the growth 


will either be slowed

or stopped completely. These 
plants are much easier 
to be drought stressed, 

Bill Mayfield, our agri~ 
cultural engineer, says if 
you have a hard pan a 
foot deep in your soil, 
you really have available 
moisture only in that top 
layer, Most of our soil has 
one inch of water per foot 
available to the plant. A 
crop such as corn can use 
one-fourth inch of water 
per day. So you see that a 
corn plant can become stres- 
sed in four days. If your soil 
has a hard pan, it will make 
you money to either subsoil 
or chisel plow this land,

SOIL SURVEYS CAN HELP 
HOMEOWNERS 

A house or lot on which 
you plan to build is a big 


investment. You can’t af- 
ford to make mistakes. But 
unsuspected soil hazards can 
cause serious damage and 
lead to major expense. 

Some major soil hazards 
you may encounter are flood- 
ing; ~* high water table; 
cracked foundations and 
walls; failure of the septic 
tank absorption fields; high 
erosion hazard; or shallow 
soils, : 

Many areas now used for 
houses were used for farms, 
woodlots, and pasture just a 
few years ago. Some of these 
areas are on the flood-plain 
of streams. The stream 
may overflow only once in 
5 to 10 years, but the 
chance of eventual damage 
is high and may get higher 
as more development 
takes place in the upstream 
drainage area. 

A seasonally high water- 
table is a hazard in many a- 
reas. The watertable may 
be at safe depth most of the 
year but rise during the wet 
season. If the water table 
rises close to the surface 
basement may be flooded, se- 
ptic tank absorption fields may 
fail, and plants may be dam- 
aged or killed, 

If the house is built on 
certain kinds of clay soils, 
the foundation may shift 
or settle unevenly, and walls 
plaster, and foundations may 
crack severely, Some clay 
soils expand as they 
absorb water and shrink 
as they dry, thus, causing 
extensive damage. 

A septic tank absorption 
field will be required if the 
house is located beyond 
existing sewer lines. An 
absorption field may not fun- 
ction where there is a high 
water table, where the soil 
absorbs the effluent too slo- 
wly, or where bedrock is 
at shallow depth. 

Generally there is a cor- 
relation between steep slopes 
and erosion caused by ra- 
pid runoff of rainwater. But 
even on less sloping areas, 
erosion is a hazard if grass 
and other plants do not grow 
well enough to protect the 
soil, 

Trees, shrubs, grass, and 
flowers grow poorly on most 
shallow soils, therefore it may 
be necessary to buy expen- 
sive topsoil or use other 
aids to grow vegetation. 

Many soil hazards can 
be overcome by special 
structural design or instal- 
lation. Homeowners who are 
aware of major soil ha- 
zards can take steps to pre- 
vent damage rather than in- 
cur the likely expense of re- 
pairing it. For example, 
moderate wetness can be 
reduced by installing subsur- 
face drains, Shringking and 
swelling of soil can be over- 
come by using a foundation 
designed to withstand such 
stress. Erosion can be re- 
duced by mulching and es- 
tablishing vegetation in 
affected area. It is best to 
avoid flood prone area, but 
grading to raise the eleva- 

of the house can help re-

damage in such areas.
